THE BACK ‘FORTY’ FOR BASS 

Fish the apple orchard? TroU 
through Wiggins' pasture? 

Strange directions, perhaps, 
but when you learn the language 
the meaning is quite clear. 

References to such spots as 
the “old pump house'’ or “Spring 
Creek Ford” when aii that can 
be seen is a broad expanse of 
deep water often baffles anglers 
at man-made lakes. To follow 
this local advice may require 
extraordinary perception and 
sleuthing, plus a pinch of good 
luck, comment Mercury out* 
boards’ fishing sages. 

I However, they add, If you 
can solve the riddles and find 
the suggested locations, rewards 
are as advertised. 

I There are several ways to 
pinpoint former landmarks that 
have since been inundated: 

I The most reliable is to per¬ 
suade a former resident to go 
along. 

1 Second best, but still recom¬ 
mended, is to visit the local 
courthouse in hopes of checking 
out an old county map. From it 
you can determine the locations 
of the spring branches, farm¬ 
steads, roads and other import¬ 
ant features that once dotted the 
bottomlands. 

I This Information should be 
transferred to a current chart so 
that these sites can be located 
in reference to present shore¬ 
line features. • 

In addition to providing In¬ 
structions on how to reach the 
“lower forty.” this data Is valu¬ 
able for seeking out new fishing 
spots. Old foundations, rock 
piles from tumbled down build¬ 
ings, abandoned gravel roads, 
and orchards are preferred fish 
habitats. 

The next time you get such 
advice as “a mile down the road 
past the schooihouse” follow it 
carefully. It’s easy, say the 
Mercury folks, if .you've done 
your homework in advance. 

Watch the eyebrows raise 
when yoti reply “ . . . know the 
exact spot. Right nex-L to the 
Jenkins’ place, isn’t it?”
